Cash drawers 


The crack of the metal pipe on 
Kerrigan's knee was heard around 
the world. The only sound that 
may have been louder was the 
ringing of cash drawers every- 
where. Figure skating suddenly 
gained an edge 

“The potential of that incident 
to drive dollar figures to ridiculous 
heights was proven within a matter 
of weeks,” writes skater and sports

commentator Debbi Wilkes, in her 
new book titled Ice Time. 

In next to no time, Kerrigan 
signed a multi-million dollar deal 
with Disney to do a movie, a TV 
special and other commercial ven- 
tures. Wilkes points out that the 
two women’s skating events at the 
1994 Olympics became respective- 
ly the fourth and eighth most 
watched TV programs of all time. 

Surprisingly, the Harding-Kerri- 
gan altercation is largely glossed 
over in the rwo new books on fig- 
ure skating. Both Smith, in Figure 
Skating: A Celebration, and Wilkes 
make mention of the incident, but 
neither dwell on it 

Certainly, the conspiracy to 
knock Kerrigan out of the Olympic 
competition represented sport at 
its worst. So understandably, nei- 
ther author might wish to make 
much of the sordid event. Yet nei- 
ther Smith nor Wilkes seem afraid 
to dish dirt. 

Of the two, Smith is the more 
tempered. The Globe and Mail's col- 
umnist on figure skating, Smith glides 
in with a lavishly illustrated but also 
well-written history of the sport 

Smith's evenly-balanced prose is 
as clean as a perfectly timed jump 
She details the rise of the sport 
from its beginnings in Edinburgh, 
Scotland in 1742, on to Canada’s 
Barbara Ann Scott, who became 
the first North American figure skat- 
ing gold medalist in 1947, and 
through to the events of ’94 

Smith examines the prickly issue 
of judging in some detail. “Every- 
body, it seems, hates figure skating 
judges.’’ When they lose, the skat- 
ers dislike them for obvious 
reasons. And the complexity of the 
ratings system has often left the 
public unclear and hostile toward 
judge’s decisions. 

The section on judging is also 
illustrated with a useful guide to 
the skater’s repitoire of jumps. 

Beyond that, Smith offers com- 
prehensive sections on men’s, 

women’s and pairs skating. Each part 
contains capsule biographies of the 
more important personalities cur- 
rently skating, along with full color 
photographers of the athletes. 

Throughout, Smith's sprinkled 
all manner of interesting observa- 
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tions on the sport. For instance, 
she recounts one coach's disap- 
proving statement, when Katarina 
Witt appeared in a risque outfit. 
“Snapped Peter Dunfield, Elizabeth 
Manley’s coach: “We're here to 
skate ina dress and nota G-string.” 

For the greater part, however, 
Smith is content to criticize only the 
most obvious vulgarities and excess- 
es. Overall, her book is an excellent 
guide to a sport gaining in popular- 
ity with each passing year. 

Figure Skating: A Celebration is 
edited by Dan Diamond and con- 
tains a foreword by Elvis...er 
Stojko, of course. The book is pro- 
fusely illustrated, costs $40 and is 
worth every penny 


Tawdry effort 


Too bad the same can't be said of 
Debbi Wilkes’ tawdry effort.Jce Time 
doesn’t know whether it wants to be 
an expose, a biography or a history 
of figure skating. It tries to be all 
three and succceds at none. 

Wilkes, so minor in the sport she 
doesn’t even figure in Smith’s book, 
may have been a moderately talent- 


ed skater, but she’s a 
terrible historian. 


Ice Time jumps 
around, leaves huge 
gaps and_ instead 


breathlessly delivers 
such tid-bits as: “Surya 
(Bonaly) may be a great 
jumper, but she’s no 
artist. She thinks she's 
being artistic by waving 
her arms around, but 
that attitude is strictly 
YMCA.”" 

Ice Time's sleazy 
carping tarnishes a 
beautiful sport. If 
Wilkes really wanted to 
doa service, she'd stop 
slagging skaters she 
personally dislikes (such as Lloyd 
Eisler, whom Wilkes notes refus- 
es to speak to her) and 
concentrate on improving the bal- 
ance in the book. 

For instance, Wilkes spends a lot 
of time glorifying CTV and Johnny 
Esaw, talking about how they 
snagged coverage of the 1988 OI- 
ympic games from CBC. 

Wilkes also notes she worked for

Esaw and CTV for many years, even 
calling herself part of “Johhny’s 
team.” And she also mentions her 
brief period of work with CBC, 
which ended when jobs were cutin 
a budget slash. 

“Figure skaters always look a lit- 
tle precious,” writes Wilkes. Some 
of them sound alittle precious too, 
Ice Time is co-authored with ne 
Cable, and costs $24.95. 


A hat trick of hockey books

HOCKEY, HEROES AND ME 
Red Fisher 

McClelland and Stewart (274 pp, 
$26.99) 


Sports journalist Red Fisher is best 
known as the man who covered the 
exploits of the juggernaut Montreal 
Canadiens ever since he started 
pounding out copy at rinkside for 
the Star in 1954. But in his latest 
book, Hockey, Heroes and Me, he 
demonstrates that he's no Habs 
booster. 

In fact, when he was in town last 
month to plug his book, it was an 
Oilers Stanley Cup ring he had on 
his finger, a gift from his best friend 
Glen Sather. 

“He said, ‘But I'll give you a 
Stanley Cup Ring when we win our 
first Stanley Cup,”” recalled Fisher, 
showing off the blue stone on one 
of his digits. “I said, ‘it won't hap- 
pen in my lifetime.’ Five years later, 
I'm in his office, and he says, ‘What's 
your ring size?’” 

Fisher devotes a whole chapter 
to Slats, but the bulk of Hockey 
Heroes and Me, sticks to his days 
of covering the Flying Frenchmen. 
His personal reminiscences of 
note include a falling out with 
coaching great Toe Blake, memo- 
ries of Hockey Night In Canada 
announcer Danny Gallivan and 
goaltender Jacques Plante’s revo- 
lutionary netminding debut 
wearing a facemask. 

He has a soft spot for Bobby Orr, 
in his mind, the greatest sports 
personality ever. “He put me at the 
end of my seat more than any other 
athlete I’ve ever covered,” he said. 

Hockey, Heroes and Me isn't 
merely about the stars he’s rubbed 
shoulders with. It also coponite

Aug. 9, 1988? Fisher had that news- 
flash stored in his word processor 
two months before the announce- 
ment was made. 

At 68, Fisher shows no sign of 
hanging up his press pass and re- 
kindling the glory days of The 
Original Six. As far as he's con- 
cerned, the games is as good as it’s 
ever been. 

Which brings us to the NHL hock- 
ey strike. Said Fisher before packing 
up for an autograph session, “If 
there’s anything to be done at all, 
the pressure has to come from the 
players.

For those whose hockey memo- 
ries aren’t merely limited to the 
Gretzky years, many will recall 
Horton as the feisty defenceman 
who played for 25 years in the 
NHL with the Toronto Maple Leafs 
and the Buffalo Sabres before his 
sudden death in a car accident 
Feb. 20, 1974. 

A few hours earlier, he had fin- 
ished one of the best games of his 
life as a Sabre, playing his old To- 
ronto team in the Gardens. 
Although the Sabres lost 4-2, Hor- 
ton was awarded the game's third 
star for his efforts, showing energy 
beyond his 44 years. Until his death, 
and except for Gordie Howe, Hor- 
ton was the oldest professional 
hockey player still active at the time.

The seventh annual First Night Festi 


° New Year’s Eve crowd 
doesn’t even give the event 
a second thought. The some 
35,000 people who jam down- 
town enjoy the First Night 
Festval, but they don’t likely 
wonder at the work that went 
into creating it. 


Behind the scenes, howev- 
er, Edmonton's biggest block 
party is a stress-filled night 
that rewards its staff with sat- 
isfaction just as the new year 
arrives. For that’s when the 21 
paid First Night workers know 
they’ve pulled off the festival 
for another year. 

What started simply as a fam- 
ily alternative to what is a 


traditionally : 
night has tu 


Party and longest-running 
First Night Festival. 

“It’s a new progressive idea 
that has taken a lot of years to 
develop and really gel,”’ says 
festival producer Josh Keller. 
“I've been doing the festival for 
five years and it’s like seeing it 
through a process. 

“Last year, I sort of feel like 
we got it right and this year I 
feel we can tighten it even fur- 
ther.” 


Time crunch 


Tightening things may sound 
easy, but the fact is that the 
one-night festival requires 
months of preparation. Even 
so, all the long-term plannin 


Lloyd Fitzsimonds knows all 
about the time constraints. He 
looks after the festival's more 
than 30 venues. “First Night 
probably goes up in three days 
and in over half the venues we 
don’t move a piece of equip- 
ment until the morning of 
December 31,"’ says Fitzsi- 
monds. 

“It’s a hit-and-run kind of 
deal. You move in, you do it, 
and you get it the hell back 
down. You're in public places 
and major traffic areas. By Mon- 
day morning, those malls 
[downtown] will be back to 
work. 

“Everybody will be back to 
full speed and if there's a stage 


the festival takes over the en- 
tire downtown core. “The 
biggest challenge is trying to 
work with found spaces, spac- 
es that were not built to do 
what we’re trying to do with 
them.” 

Luckily, the First Night festi- 
val staff have a lot of help when 
itcomes to solving the evening’s 
challenges. Almost 800 volun- 
teers contribute to the festival’s 
success. 

Bonnie Mix, who is serving 
her first year as the festival’s 
volunteer coordinator, be- 
lieves the volunteers are one 
of the best things about the 
event. 


Different reasons —

demographics, and age groups. 
We get everyone from profes- 
sionals to the unemployed. And 
everyone has a different reason 
for doing it.” 

Some volunteers have been 
involved from day one. Others 
will see their first involvement 
this New Year’s. Regardless, Mix 
sees a great sense of communi- 
ty spirit developing among the 
volunteers. 

Another reason people vol- 
unteer, believes Mix, is the 
sense of challenge the festival 
presents for them. “There is 
only one night for yolunteers 
to do what they have to do.

t's the tail end of 1994, right? So 

how is it that, while this hack 
piece is being written, I have a fax 
in front of me from EMI Records 
proclaiming that The Beatles are 
topping the Canadian charts this 
week? I have to check my calen- 
dar just to check one of the 
numerals beside the month. Yep, 
it’s a nine, alright. Could have 
sworn it was a six 

And that’s the major problem I 
had with the music scene this year 
Retro ruled. Again. If the "70s was 
a decadent cavalcade of outright 
mindlessness, the "90s will look 
like a sensory deprivation tank 
for chronic imagination fatigue 
syndrome, Woodshit '94 notwith- 
standing. And The Beatles 
umpteenth rise in popularity, 
courtesy of an unleashing of tapes 
recorded at the Beeb (and a moy- 
ie called Backbeat), stand as a 
classic example of post-yupster 
ingenuity on life support 

It’s almost enough to make me 
wish that Mark David Chapman 
was able to unload his Saturday 
Night Special into the brains of 
all the Fab Four. Mind you, that 
would have quadrupled their 
record sales. I'm sure, to bastard- 
ize an Elvis album title, 50 million 
necrophiliacs wouldn't have been 
wrong. 

Which brings me to the suicide- 
death of Kurt Cobain, who took 
the glory of grunge with him to 
his grave in April. The passing of 
the Loser Generation’s number 
one icon sparked a series of inter- 
national candlelight vigils, 
Nirvana record releases and a 
downward plummet in sales of 
plaid shirts.

to The King’s material, the same 
way he robbed Paul McCartney 
out of his share of the Beatles 
Northern Music catalog. Either 
that, or he may vacate Neverland 
for the trepidation of dropping 
his soap in O.J. Simpson's pres- 
ence 

Then there's The Artist Former- 
ly Known As Prince, who replaced 
his name with a symbol and drove 
his fans into a frenetic state of 
indifference. But his old name of 
you-know-what still stands in the 
legal books. Just ask Toronto mu- 
sician Bob Wiseman, who tried to 


adopt the moniker, 
only to have the 
Minneapolis Mafia 
on his back, threat- 
ening him to 
reconsider. It made 
no difference any- 
way, since wut- 
zisname hasn't had 
a decent hit since 
“Sign O’ the Times.” 
Guess what, symbol- 
ic purple wonder? 
Your * is fading fast. 
Oh well, that means 
it may be time fora 
tribute album to be 
made in his honor 
Lord knows, every 
other act past their 
prime did. We had 
compilations 
comemorating the 
likes of Lynyrd Sky- 
nyrd, Kiss, Black 
Sabbath, Deep Pur- 
ple, Neil Young 
(who still rules) — 
hell, even The Car- 
penters! If grunge 
died, its idiot bas- 
tard son, hereafter 
called Trash Wor- 
ship, took the 
throne. 
The Rolling Stones, 
to my knowledge, didn't have a 
tribute album dedicated to them, 
but then again, they didn’t need 
one. Instead, they released Voo- 
doo Lounge, doubled their intake 
of Geritol and brought their nurs- 
ing home staff with them on a 
whirwind tour that hit Edmonton 
last fall. A 30-meter-tall, metallic 
cobra spat fire and stood watch 
over Commonwealth Stadium for 
two nights in October as the Steel 
Geezers managed to pull off what 
was admittedly one of the best 
shows of the year 
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while Keith Richard showed off 
the wonders of formaldehyde 
preservation during each two- 
hour concert. If there were any 
ribald remnants of their randy 
past, it had to be the gigantic, 
snake-like prop, which doubled 
as a reminder of their geriatric 
status. I mean, that cobrawasina 
somewhat semi-flaccid pose. 


Frothing Rottweilers 


The real obscenity, however, 
was how the media turned the 
whole thing into a scandal-fest. 
Like a pack of frothing Rottweil- 
ers, they nipped at the Gucci heels 
of the Stones, who probably could 
have sworn the whole scene was 
an acid flashback of Altemont. Few 
of the press managed to even get 
a photo-op, and when they failed, 
it was hilarious. One priceless 
moment had ITV's Jennifer Lyall 
vacuously perched outside the 
Hard Rock Cafe (a clandestine 
spot if I ever heard one) and 
sheepishly babbling that she was 
in a celebrity-free zone. 

But when they managed to con- 
nect, it was quite galling, 
especially in the case of the Ed- 
monton Sun, who won this year’s 
pissing contest hands down. In- 
stead of sharing moments of those 
precious brushes with greatness) 
in a congenial manner, the tab- 
loid used them as a pompous 
display of I-was-there-and-you 
weren't bravado. Jeff Craig puffed 
up about squiring keyboardist 
Chuck Leavell around town and 
cueing up with Richards for a 
game of pool. And let’s not forget 
Graham Hicks, our own chipmunk 
version of Rona Barrett, who just 
had to tell us about bassist Daryl 
Jones's hat-trick tryst after a cam- 
eo at the Sidetrack. 

Ironically, members of Pink 
Floyd, whose bombastic display 
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year in music 


of pageantry a few months earlier 
at Commonwealth qualified as 
that other hit of the year, were 
able to swill at a downtown piano 
bar unmolested and unnoticed. 

I suppose our own live scene 
paled in comparison, and for good 
reason. It was hardly a banner 
year for clubs. Pulling the plug on 
live acts were Courtney Blakes 
and the Power Plant, while oper- 
ations ceased at The Boiler (no 
loss, unless you happened to like 
catching Blackboard Jungle every 
three weeks), El Zorro Loco, the 
Oakhouse, Latte Caffe (the place 
for avant-garde and physical po- 
etry sessions) and Down Easy 
(which recently bounced back). 
The Bronx died, only to resurface 
as The Rev, and the Media Club 
moved south, but decided to 
scratch alternative attractions. By 
throwing out a roster of Chicago 
codgers plodding out the same, 
tired version of “Kansas City,” 
Blues on Whyte miraculously sur- 
vived a shut-down with some new 
blood on the stage. 


Deserved kudos 


But stellar records were set on 
the music festival front. Jazz City 
deserved kudos for bringing in 
John McLaughlin (for the third 
time),-Cleo Laine, local pianist 
John Stetch, Ronny Jordan and 
worldbeaters Salif Keita and Tut- 
anane; ‘instead of strident fuzak 
practitioners Of the past. The Folk 
Festival raked it in with its usual 
eclectic format, although huck- 
sters would have made a mint 
selling “I'm only here to see Joni 
Mitchell” t-shirts on the slopes. 
Big Valley Jamboree was another 
hit, despite two-steppers having 
to endure the garrulous ramblings 
of emcee Danny Hooper. But the 
big losers were alternative aficio- 
nados, who had to witness the 
absence of pilgrimages like High- 
wood (thank god!), Infest and 
Moshfest. 

This was a year that independ- 
ent CDs were no longer viewed as 
extravangances, but as necessary 
contrivances to compete with the 
majors. And there were a slew of 
E-towners who made sure that the 
playing field was levelled to their 
liking. Big Tom Laughing, Feed- 
ing Like Butterflies, Greyhound 
Tragedy, Idyl Tea, Minstrels on 
Speed, Thomas Al

and the Dead, Paul Lamoureux, 
Nikki Cousins, Pax Arcana, Lester 
Quitzau, Bill Bourne and Shan- 
non Johnson, Nowhere Blossoms, 
Drool, Captain Tractor, Roberta 
Michele and compilations by 
Green Pepper Records and the 
Edmonton Composers Concert 
Society hit the racks this year with 
jewel boxes lacking any heavy in- 
dustry backing. Apologies to those 
we missed. 

Although most of the artists who 
blew their pizza money on these 
records admitted that having a 
CD to sell made life on the road a 
bit more purposeful, none of them 
hit the big time. Even the much- 
balleyhooed Feeding Like 
Butterflies, normally a rather 
cocky bunch, were humbled dur- 
ing Juno week in Toronto after 
being upstaged by Cabbagetown's 
contemptuous centricity 

But the Butterflies were proba- 
bly the best thing to hit this year’s 
ARIA awards, which was probably 
the shoddiest affair ever held in 
the history of the music organiza- 
tion. Missed cues and cheap 
presentations made the whole 
show an embarrassment to watch. 
But the show delivered where it 
counted: ensuring that the most 
deserving people won. The But- 
terflies took two awards and 
Calgary's Jann Acden ruled the 
evening with’ no less than seven.

Totally absent from the podium 
this year were those 
seurs who record on insipid, local 
rosters like Royalty and DMT. One 
can expect a better awards show 
next year in Calgary 

In 1995, we can also anticipate 
new recordings by Bobby Cameron 
Jr. Gone Wild and Hookahman, big- 
ger and better festivals (if the 
proposed Edmonton Arts Council 
is given a chance to unfurl its sails) 
and more tenacity among our 
homegrown upstarts if the club 
scene isn’t revived. Let's hope we 
aren't sidetracked by the Jurassic 
mentality that sadly afflicted the 
community in 1994.
